GRAND MUNICIPAL SCHEME 


ART LEAGUE WOULD EXPEND 
$1,000,000 YEARLY. 


Money to Be Raised by Organization of 
Branch Clubs—Building of Mon- 
uments and Classic 
Bridges to Be Un- 
dertaken. 


Speciai to the Post-Disfigtch. 
CHICAGO, Nov.*1.—One million dollars 
may be expended annually in beautifying 


to 500,000 as a result of a scheme that haé 
been devised by the league's committee on 
Plans and education. With this revenue, 
the committee claims, Chicago in beauty 
would in ten years become a rival of Paris 
and far outshine even the proposed new St 
Louis. 

The plan is to organize branch clubs of 
the Municipal Art League among all the 
political and social clubs, societies and or- 
ganizations of every kind in and near the 
city. Each branch club is to have its own 
line of work to perform, but it is to be 
represented in the league by delegates and 
thus be under the supervision of the cen- 
tral body. 

It is hoped to have a branch club in 
every school in the city and among the 
employes of all the leading business estab- 
lishments. Women’s clubs are expected to 
furnish an especially large delegation. Each 
member is to be assessed $2 annually, The 
committeemen are of the opinion that ic 
will not be difficult to find ,000 people in 
and around Chicago who will take pride 
enough in the city to make this small con- 
tribution. The plan is the same, it is 
claimed, as is in vogue in Vienna and other 
cities of Austria. 


Statuary and 
Triumphal Arches. 


All the money thus obtained is to be ex- 
pease’ exclusively in public works of art. 
t is proposed to build statuary, fountains 
and triumphal arches. The lake front,. it is 
claimed. will be the first object of attention, 
as in this Mes Chicago's greatest claim to 
beauty. In the remote future it is hoped to 
turn attention to the Chicago river and 
transform it from a drainage channel into 
an artistic water way spanned by graceful 
bridges and lined on each side with stone 
walks and balustrades. 

“These are only a few of the thousand 
things that should be done to make Chicago 
more beautiful,’’ said Max Mauch, the Chi- 
cago sculptor, who is chairman of the com- 
mittee. ‘“‘Chicago has every natural advan- 
core necessary to make it the most beauti- 
fully artistic city in America. All it lacks 
is public interest and the education of the 
nny oe in what stitutes real art. With 
ts wide expanse lake front, its natural 
water ways, location, surroundings and 
general topography, it will rival any city in 
the world for natural beauty. 


The Public Will 

Admire Art. 

“Not only will the plan we propose give 
us adequate revenue to carry out our de- 
signs, if the people will interest themselves 
in it, but it will be a great education to the 
city in general. What could be of greater 
advantage to the student than the art clubs 
in the schools? What the pupil would learn 
about art would be worth many times more 
to him than the pittance of $2 a year which 
he is assessed for membershiv. Women's 
societies will find the new work a source 
of rare entertainment as well as instruc- 
tion.

Remarkable Accomplishments of 
United States Army Commissary 
Department Shown in the 
Annual Report. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The report of 
GengJohn F. Weston, commissary-genera! 
of subsistence, shows that the total expen- 
ditures for the subsistence of the army 
during the fiscal year were $15,622, 223. The 
receipts from the sales of subsistence stores 
during the same period were $3,290,234. An 
interesting feature of the report is a state- 
ment from Col. Woodruff, chief commis- 
sary of the army in the Philippines, in 
which he says: 

During the first three months of the 
period covered by this report stores here 
had, for various causes, become greatly re- 
duced, but owing to the grand response 
made by the commissary-general to every 
call from this office and the energetic ac- 
tion ef the purchasing commissaries in San 
Francisco and New York, this was speedily 
corrected, and this division was soon sup- 


lied as no other army of its size has ever 
een supplied in the world’s history. 
Durirfg the period covered by this report 
the command to be supplied extended from 
the great wall of China on the north to the 
island of Borneo on the south and the is- 
land of Guam on the east. There were 480 
Stations in this archipelago, besides the 
troops in China and the prisoners in Guam. 
In addition to the 68,000 troops and 3000 
officers in this division, the subsistence de- 
partment supplied the delicacies for the 
sick, rations for 4000 prisoners of war, 18 
marines, many of the stores for the navy, 
rations for 1000 civilian employes, and sales 
stores for the army, navy and marine offi- 


;cers, Philippine commission and attaches, 


and Americans employed by the army and 
by the government in its treasury, postof- 
fice, interior and educational departments, 
metropolitan police, native police and 
scouts, transports, etc. 
In other words, nearly 100,000 persons, 
occupying a country almost destitute of 
meat and vegetables and other food sup- 
plies suitable for Americans, were supplied 
largely from a single base, 7000 miles dis- 
tant. 
After the stores reached Manila they had 
to be landed in cascoes and then distribut- 
ed on short railways, by cascoes and then 
poled up narrow rivers, by wagons and 
caraboo carts alon almost bottomless 
roads, by pack mules and coolies over 
mountain trails, often through a hostile 
country, and some of the posts supplied 
were more distant, in oy of time, from 
Manila than is the capital of our country. 
Col. Woodruff says that during the period 
covered by the report 35,000 men have been 
returned to the United States and about 
18,000 have arrived in the Philippines, and 
that not a single serious complaint has been 
received concerning the food supply. 
There has been received at the Manila 
depot 116,554,830 pounds of ration articles, 
and 62,444,996 pounds of sale stores. There 
have been shipped from this depot 111,771,- 
509. pounds of ration articles and 57,022,671 
pounds of sale stores. There has been 
some deterioration of stores due to poor 
storage and climatic conditions. 
Col. Woodruff refers to the charges 
against the subsistence department, and 
takes occasion to say that such charges 
were greatly exaggerated, and he reviews 
what has already been published concerning 
the losses by dishonest officers and com- 
misssary sergeants, together with the trials 
and convictions of those implicated. He 
denies any illegal purchages of champagne, 
and says that the purchases that were 
made were necessary for sick and debill- 
tated troops, who purchased it at 82 cents

COLLECTING FRANCHISE TAXES. 


Adopting the suggestion of the Post-Dispatch, the School 
Board, by Judge Rombauer, its attorney, is considering the Illl- 
nois method of getting at franchise tax dodgers. 

Judge Rombauer’s figures and statistics, published in Thurs- 
day's Post-Dispatch, are startling and suggestive. 

It is pointed out that in the State of Missouri great corpora- 
tions, enjoying exclusive privileges and monopoly franchises, 
escape taxation on more than $200,000,000. 

This means that a corresponding burden is wrongfully placed 
upon the shoulders of farmers and business mer 

The Board of Equalization estimates the total valuation of the 
St. Louis Transit Co. at $49,000,900. The franchise value, for pur- 
poses of taxation, is fixed at $8,250,000, the tangible property at 
$8,250,000, leaving $33,000,000 untaxed. 

This is on the basis of 331-3 per cent. 

Other property in St. Louis pays on a basis of 70 per cent. 

Judge Rombauer estimates the aggregate valuation of public 
service corporations in St. Louis alone at $79,457,787, but the as- 
sessed valuation is only $26,479,262. 

On what theory of justice, right, reason, 
does the Board of Equalization tax home owners, manufacturers 
and real estate owners twice as much as owners Of monopoly 
values? 

Owing to this unjust discrimination in St. Louis, the state, city 
and schools lose $503,181 annually. 

Notwithstanding this gross wrong, the taxpayers recently voted 
more money out of their own pockets to provide good streets and 
sewers. In a patriotic desire to promote the’ public good, they 
submit to the wrong and assume the burden. 

It is not probable that they will tamely submit like sheep 
to further exactions while this barefaced injustice continues

NOVEL WRITING AS AN IN 
DUSTRY: 


There has been more than 200 new novels 
published in the United States this fall. 
There have been perhaps five thousand 
written that the publishers have declined. 

The phenomenal popular success of & 
few writers of fiction during the last few 
years—seme masters of their craft and 
some mere stage carpenters who set up 
spectacular scenes—has had the effect of 
making novel writing appear to be an in- 
dustry. Few persons used to. make it a 
business: for regarded as an industry it 
did not pay for the labor it required. But 
now it is regarded by many as @ way to 
fortune. Lonely women, disappointed teach- 
ers, impecunious preachers—these, but not 
these only, try their hands at it. You 
never know whom to suspect. Your phy- 
sicilan, even your broker, men in public life, 
ladies in societvy—your own grandmother or 
your own granddaughter for all you kuow— 
all these have taken to the secret practice 
of the craft. For instance, one publishing 
house. which does not publish many novels, 
has within a given period received 800 vol- 
unteered book manuscripts, of which 60 
were novels. Of these four were accepted 
for publication. A few such facts as these 
indicate the extent of the delusion about 
the profits of the industry. ‘‘Father,” said 
a boy of 14 the other day, “I want you to 
buy me a copy of the ‘Centur War- ook.’ 
I'm going to write a novel of the civil war. 

There are other books that the world 
wants more than it wants novels—histories, 
biographies, social studies, adventures. 
These seldom yield sudden fortunes. But 
there have been men who have made very 
considerable tncomes as. historians and 
biographers. Their inccmes have as often 
come to their children as to themselves; 
but almost every important historical work 
has brought a fair revard at last. As a 
gainful industry rovel-writing is not worth 
the labor it costs. As an art it is one of 
the noblest and most difficult; and only 
those who regard it ac a great art have 
any right to undertxks it.—The World's 
Work.

On the following Sunday he walked out 
Avenue A to Tompkins Square with Mary, 
and he also spent a great deal of time 
every day on her stoop when he was not 
working, for he was working now and mak- 
ing $10 a week as an assistant to an ice- 
driver.

OPPOSE JEFA 


He Offers $1000 for Finish 
Fight With the Big 
Pugilist. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MILWAUKBE, Wis., Nov. 1.—James J. 
Cofbett made the following announcement 
here yesterday: 

“I will make a present of $1000 to any man 
who will arrange a match between James 
J. Jeffries and myself for the champion- 
ship of the world, providing Jeffries wins 
his coming battle with Gus Ruhlin at San 
Francisco, no matter whether it is for ten 
rounds or to a finish.’’ 

The statement was made by Corbett while 
discussing the coming battle between 
Ruhlin and Jeffries. 

Corbett, who is doing a really clever turn 
at the Alhambra Theater this weer, looks 
better than when he was here a year ago, 
and says he feels in better trim than when 
he prepared for some of his big battles. 

He tips the scale at 19% pounds, having 
varied very little in weight in ten years. 
He weighed 186 whn he fought Sullivan. 

“That offer regarding the $1000 holds 
good,”’ said James J., ‘“‘and I will be only 
too pleased to pay the money if anyone 
will bring Jeffries into the arena with me. 
I have notified my brothei ~aMarry, who 
will referee the bout between the two big 
men, to challege the winner and post a good 
substantial forfeit to make the match. 

Asked whether he would fight any of the 
lesser Hghts, Corbett replied: 

“No, I will fight for the champlonship or 
not at all. I am just as good today as when 
I fought Jeffries last time and anyone who 
saw that fight will tell you that I made him 
look Hke a novice for 22 rounds. He was 
lucky in catching me on the ate in the last 
round of the contest and wh pping me, but 
had the fight gone the Iimit would have 
won by a mile on points. However, I have 
nothing to say about that part of it. He de- 
feated me and is entitled to the credit, but 
he is not doing night in avoiding another 
battle with me. Jeffries met Sharkey twice 
and this is his second meeting with Ruhlin. 
Why then does he avoid meeting me a sec- 
ond time? If he had an idea that he could 
defeat me again he would not try to avoid 
me, but he knows that I am his master and 
for that reason he refuses to make another 
match. 

In discugsing the probable outcome of the 
battle betWeen Jeffries and Ruhlin the ex- 
champton said: 

‘Jeffries will win to a certainty. He Is 
bigger and stronger than Ruhiin and 
weight counts a great deal where two men 
are about the same in science. Jeffries will 
weigh around 225 and be in condition, while 
Ruhlin will go into the ring at about 1990. 
There is a great difference in weight, and, 
vou mark my word, Jeffries will win out 
in a long battle. However, should it so 
happen that Ruhlin wins, why, I have my 
eee A up to make a match with him for 
the championship of the world. I cannot 
do more than that. as claiming the title 
would be of the farce order.”’

The department's plan is to Include the 
territory within five miles of the city 
limits, in the extension of the city service. 
Clayton, being but one mile from the city 
limits, falls within this territory. 

It is believed that eventually the post- 
offices at Kirkwood, Florissant and Fergu- 
son may be abolished and the same pian 
of service put into operation in those 
towns. 

When the changes already determined 
upon shall be made, about three-fourths of 
the population of St. Louis County will re- 
ceive free delivery of mails, through the 
St. Louis office. 

Each of the abolished 
made a sub-station of the city office. At 
some of them letter carriers will be 
stationed, Others will be served by car- 
riers from the city. 

All the present employes of these offices 
will be retained in the service. Some will 
be made regular ony 

In addition to these changes, the county 
is to be benefited by the establishment of 
six cura) free delivery routes about Nov. 
1. By Jan. 1 nine more rural routes will 
be in operation. From one to three daily 
deliveries at their homes, in village and on 
the farm, will be enjoyed by more t 
three-fourths of the county's residents. 

Postmaster Baumhoff and Congressman 
Bartholdt conferred with the department 
officials regarding the changes, and it was 
determined Thursday afternoon that these 
important improvements in the local postal 
service should be made shortly. 

Two hundred letter boxes were issued te 
Mr. Baumhoff to be distributed throughout 
the new free delivery district. 

Arrang ts were made for the immé- 
diate establishment of a delivery service 
to the World's Fair grounds. Later a per- 
manent postoffice will be established on 
the exposition grounds. 

Mr. Baumhoff was also authorized to ex- 
periment with automobiles in. connection 
with the wagon delivery service of his of- 
fice. He was also authorized to install 
burglar alarm service for the protection of 
the stamp and money vaults and the cash- 
ler's office, 

Ten additional distributers for the St. 
Lcuis postoffice were also allowed Mr. 
Baumhoff.
